COAL TKD9T, 
The Minnesota Legislature is leltlrig 


the people of the Stixte know how the 
ooril combination keeps up prices. It 
seized the letter book of John J. Rhodes, 
manager of the trust, and rlispite the ef- 
forts of the Attorney General of the State 
who gave an opinion that the Legislative 
Committee had no legal right to stize 
the book", and of the Circuit Court 
which held the chairman of the commit- 
toe fur contempt for not producing the 
lo t',i bjok in Court, the Legislature re- 
tains possession ot tho book and is mak- 
ing its contents known to the public. It 
shows that the combination required 
every wholesale dealer in tho State to 
pay into its treasury tha sain of $1,000 
before he was allowed to do business and 
wholesale dealer* were prohibited from 
*ellir.g coal to retail dealers who did not 
make terms with the trust. 
A sample of 


the U'tteid, showing the manner in which 
tha trust conducted business, taken from 
the book, is given as follows: 


"DEAR SIR:-- Complaint is mad a to 


this buieau that you are furnishing ci-al 
to one VV. Estes, a retail dealer, who 
nvuntnina an oliiou at New Boston, and 
has his own delivery wagon for the deliv- 
ery of coal. 
„ 


•" I tnuat iufoim you that Mr. Bates is 


not » subscriber to this buaean, and I 
would recommend that you furnish him 
no more coal until he becomes a regular 
subscriber and puts up his s-ibscription 
fee the sime as other retail dealers. 
"T. H. Wilson, Esq., 2303 Quincy street, 


N. E. Minneapolis." 
The trust, which was incorporated un- 


der the State law, compelled wholesale 
dealers to pay f 1,000 for the privilege of 
doing business, and prohibited 
them 


frooi selling coal to retail dealers who 
did not pay a prescribed fee for the priv- 
ilege. 
Wholesale and retail dealers had 


to charge a rate fixed by the trust lor 
coal which, since last October, has been 
$8 85 per ton. 


The ramifications of the trust extended 


not only throughout the State but to 
Pennsylvania, where the coal w»a pro- 
cluc'-d, and from which place it was 
transported by water down the Ohio and 
up the Mississippi K> Minneapolis. 
The 


Pennsylvania coal barons, threaten to 
shut Minnesota out from the bard coal 
market, unless the Legislature stops the 
investigation and returns the books to 
the coal trust.

Aa the va- 
cancies in the Senatorial lepresentatiou 
of these titatcs did not happen by resig- 
nation, or otherwise during the ixeesj ot 
tho Legislature, but by expiration of the 
tei ins of former Senators, during or after 
the tims when it beoatnu the duty ot the 
LeyitUiturcs to elect 81 mifr'is, it is con- 
tended that the Governors ot those States 
had uo ngnt to appoi it Sju itors.

A Mew Incandescent Lamp. 


Philip K. Stern of Buffalo, N. Y , has 


invented an incandescent lamp that lays 
over all others for novelty. In this lamp 
the loop is of pure and solid glass,, and the 
51 inuut is imbedded in the middle of the 
gltst. ' There can, therefore, be no loai of 
substance, fur though the oarbou particles 
ri>a> vibrate, yet no particle can be lost. 
Ttai-re it is, entombed in the glass, and not 
an atom can tsoiipe, and there it umststay; 
and it would seem th.it no matter bow 
long the current vibrates through it, it will 
retain its Bubstinee and pour forth light. 
There is no vacuum in the lump; .on the 
contrary, air will be pumped in rather than 
out to prevent the expansion of tbe glass 
when heated. The evidence of a vacuum 
will pat the lamp out of conflict with Edi- 
son's in that respect. The Stera lamp will 
not burst like ordinary electric lamps when 
struck and throw splinters of glass in one's 
face. This lamp is said to be a wonderful 
light-giver, and it is said' that a factory will 
soon be built at BufiMo with a daily 
capacity of 25,000 lamps.
